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5. In a telephone call to AIR on 9 April, Dr. Rolfe L. Allen 
informed us that he is retiring from the Department of Defense, 
effective 30 April. Dr. Allen is presently with the Office of the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, Schools and Education Division, 
and has for many years served as Education Advisor for the 
Department of Army, guiding the training programs for all civilian 
Army personnel. Dr. Allen's connection with CIA dates back to 
approximately 1953 when the former Director of Training, Matthew 
Baird, and the former DDP, initiated a liaison relationship for 
training matters. Dr. Allen has been a strong supporter of the 
Agency through the years. He has been instrumental not only in 
supplying information to OTR on courses but also in procuring 
hard-to-get spaces in specific Army courses in which cover was 
a factor. He mentioned that he would be forwarding a letter to 
the Director of Training concerning his retirement.

6. The Defense Supply Agency has again offered spaces to 
the Agency in its semi-annual Defense Petroleum Indoctrination 
Course. The next running is scheduled for 18 - 22 May in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. We have two spaces; one will be filled by 
OER and the other by BBBHI 
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7. On Friday, 27 March 1970, five persons from OTR attended 
a demonstration in Glebe Building of the Audiscan System for 
sound-filmstrip presentations. The equipment is designed for 
individualized instruction, including programmed instruction, 
and is small and portable. A single "snap-in" cartridge contains 
both the sound and the visual presentation. The 16mm continuous- 
loop filmstrip and synchronized audiotape system can be programmed 
for up to 25 minutes of sound and 225 visuals. 


8. On Tuesday, 31 March 1970, three persons from OTR 

attended a 

one-day workshop in Baltimore on the Process of Training, sponsored 
by the Maryland Chapter of the American Society for Training and 
Development. Dr. Leonard Nadler of George Washington University 
conducted the workshop. Some of his materials and ideas may be 
useful in our Instructor Training Course. 
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9. Eight persons from OTR and one from the Office of \X 

Computer Services visited the Naval Academy on 1 April for a 
demonstration of their Computer- Assisted Instruction system. 

The director of the CAI project provided background information 
on the development of their CAI courses and the favorable results 
they have obtained. The group was also given information on the 
Physics multi-media courses and saw examples of the media 
used, including programmed instruction, videotape, and audio 
tape and visuals. A short time was also spent being briefed on 
the television studio at the Academy.
